1. Among the topics stressed during this period were the louth Festival 
Celebration, Enver HoxhA's speech on the Geneva Conference. The commeration 
of the Fermet Congress, elections of the Peoples' assembly and the defection 
of Alexander Schmelov, Shatschev and Der jabin from the Soviet sector of Austria* 
The contradictions in the Comnunist accusations against the APPLE team members 
were also treated*

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HT GRUBBY Reception and Effect Inside the Country 

3, No monitoring reports were received during this period. The interroga- 
tion report of Bardhul Zyteza (SGA-2257, 11 June 1954) mentioned that HT GRUBBY 
is heard and well known in the Eorce area. 

We quote verbatim from Enver Hoxha's speech of 12 May which we have recently 
received. . ."Our people know the wild and blookthirsty face of American imper- 
ialists and their criminals. The "liberty", the "independence", the way of 
life, the behaviour, and the way of thinking of the American fascists are 
typified by such a "true patriot" as Hamit Matjani, as the Americans and their 
exiled Albanian traitors call him. Can you imagine for a second our beautiful 
Fatherland under the rule of Hamit Matjani? This will give you a picture of 
the civilization, liberty, and way of life of the Americans, and of every- 

I thing they broadcast every night through the Voice of America and Fre e ftlbania 
radio stations to the Albanian neonle . Hie lies and propaganda of the Americans 
and our country's traitors are so childish that they make our people laugh,"

HTNEIGH leaflets have been mailed in the past; CL Z3 has added some 

of its own and will prepare envelopes with leaflets and possibly other material 
in the future mid then will forward them tod Ll> and possibly to Berlin and 
C -—3 for mailing.

6. After RNADUANA was notified by d Hi and C m that his salary would 

be lowered by 25# for an indefinite period as a result of the fact that he took 
an APPLE team mltry leaflet out of HTGRUBBY studio without permission and gave 
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i it to Q 0 malM.esaraj„ (RNANDUANA notified CL S3, that he intended to quit 
I HTGRUBBI as soon as it was possible for him to do so.) However, RNANDUANA 
has not repeated his intention to quit HTGRUBBI so that it is not believed 
he intends to follow through on his statement,, RNANDUANA feels he has been 
mistreated because he cannot see the serious consequences of his action and 
cl$Lms the reason for his action was to squelch the insidious talk among his 
own party members that the "Americans" have no concern for team members who 
are lost, RNANDUANA also felt that he had been let down because he has been 
very loyal in the past and has done his utmost to prevent criticisms of OBOPUS 
operations among his party members. Furthermore, AIPOET notified CL — □ that 

he felt he was being grossly discriminated against because he reveivee only one 
half the salary as AIEERF and RNANDUANA and claims he would never have left 
his old job had he known such was going to be the case, AIPOET has notified 
~CLS ihat he intends to immigrate as soon as possible, and may leave even 

sooner xi nis salary is not raised in the near future. Both RNANDUANA and 
AIPOET have been greatly disturbed over the fate of APPLE and the split in their 
party. They also feel that HTNEIGH activities including HT GRUBB I are slowly 
dwindling down to nothing as indicated by the new look for HTNEIGH and the. 

failure to replace the three XNMALEDICT members and Loring on HTGRUBBI. £Z II 

has done all he can to assure the HTGRUBBI members that such is not the case , 
however, the morale is still very low and presents many headaches since both 
RNANDUANA and AIPOET are not men with exceptional background for their work 
to begin with, and the added factor of low morale has made working with them 
a difficult task. It is hoped that RNPENMAN will be added to the staff soon 
and help raise the sagging morale as well as the quality and quantity of pro- 
duction. 

Miscellaneous 

7, All of the OBOPUS staff have been asked to submit any ideas they might 
have on PV as well as to be on the lookout for any intelligence that might be 
of PW value. Since it is almost impossible for one man to thoroughly read and 
evaluate all the material for possible PW use that comes into the desk, it is 
felt that this participation by all the staff in PW activities whenever the 
opportunity presents itself will result in raising the quality of .the output. 

The willingness and ability of the staff to help in PW activities whenever they 
can has already been evidenced by 'CL I3s pointing out some PW material on APPLE 
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trial in a recent ODACID intelligence report and contributing an anti-Communist 
joke that was recently used on HTGRUBBI. is also providing very help- 

ful support by having GADUNCE prepare a regional card file on Albanian Communist 
officers and informers which will prove invaluable not only in operations but 
also in denouncing Sigurimi spies in PW activities.
